SILENT AS EVER. 


Shows Little Merest as Mis Char- 


acter is Discussed. 


FRIENDS TALK IN HIS 
BEHALF

Mrs. DeCoursey wore a shirt waist 


of brilliant purple when she came into 
court this morning and took her seat 
beside her silent husband. It was in 
marked contrast to the somber widow 
weeds of the little woman who had 
been tbe wife of John Miner. A little 
son of the dead man sat 
on his 
brother's knee. The crowd was late 
in gathering. 
The defense is now working for ac- 
quital. That it has something up tbe 
broad sleeve of its summer coat is ev- 
ident from the trend of testimony 
brought out, but what it is tbe at- 
torneys refuse to state. 
It is plain 


however, that the testimony will not 
be completed until Tuesday. 
Some 
important witnesses remain to be 
heard. 


Court did not open at the appointed 
time. A juror was late and Judge 
Eason talked with members of tbe 
bar regarding tbe trial of a number of 
small cases. The argument contin- 
ued for some time, and Abner McCoy, 
the witness who was on the stand 
when court closed at noon Saturday, 
was called in and took his place. Miss 
Lorn Smith, the 
competent court 
stenographer who has worked hard in 
taking the testimony, greeted tbe de- 
lay with satisfaction,'and the crowd 
waiteJ with impatience until the at- 
torneys were done talking and Judge 
Eason decided that the assignment 
would be carried out. 
It was 9:30 o'clack when Miss Smith 


was asked by Mr. Pomerene to read 
t-be last Question given Saturday. 
"Can you name anyone whom you 
leard speak of Miner's character last 
before this difficulty?*1 asked Prosecu- 
tor Wheeler. 


"I have heard as much of Miner 


since this occurred as before,'' said 
the witness. '-I am not able to say 
what Miner's general reputation was 
for being quarrelsome. 
So far as I 


•enow he was quiet and peaceable." 
Captain James took the witness in 
redirect examination. 
'•Do you remember of Joe Murphy 
talking about Miner?" 
"1 can't say Joe Murphy told me 
about tbe trouble he bad with Miner. 
Frank Cox and I have talked about 
transactions in the hollow. 
I don't 


remember talking to any of the other 
Cox boys about it." 
Prosecutor 
Wheeler objected to a 


ipecinc question put by Captain James 
and Mr. Pomerene declared the prose- 
cutor had himself abandoned the idea 
of bringing outMiner's reputation and 
bad gone into character. 
This, he 


said, made Captain James' question 
jidmissable. Prosecutor Wheeler de- 
nied he had gone into character, aud 
Judge Eason held tbe question could 
not be asked. What the defense ex- 
pected to prove by the question was 
)Iaced on the record, an exception 
was 
noted, 
and 
the 
witness 
was allowed to go. 
•'I am superintendent of the Cones- 


ville schools," said Prof. H. M. Shutt. 
•I know DeCoursey and knew Miner 
slightly. I saw Miner and DeCoursey 
jn the train going from Cosbocton to 
Conesville on the night of the alterca- 


ion. 
I saw them when they got off, 


and I thought both were under the 
nflnence of liquor. I saw them a few 
minutes later at the butcher shop or 
Mr. Wolfe. I went home, and they 
Dussed my house a little later going 
.oward the Hollow, as we call it." One 
was a little ahead of the other. They 
were in conversation, but there was 
nothing of a-violent character in it.'" 
'•I only noticed the men as they 
passed,"he said to Prosecutor Wheel- 
er. '-The fact that I heard of the 
shooting 
afterward recalled to my 


mind that I had seen them." 


Howard Cave,a Conesville merchant 
and postmaster, said: "I have lived 
,here about 25 years and have known 
r>eCoursey that length of time. I 
knew Miner about 10 years. That 
vening I saw Miner before the killing 
about 5:20 o'clock. I think he was 
ntoxicated. He came into my place 
nf business and inquired for his mail. 
Two hours and a half later I saw De- 
7-oarsey jn Mr. Davis' office. I think 
je was under the influence of liquor. 
He was sitting in a chair, bis bat was 
river his face and bis head leaned on 
lis elbow. He had the appearance of 
dozing before the sheriff came. When 
be was getting into the carriage be 
asked the sheriff if he had anything 
jo drink. I have been in business 
there about 12 years and I mingle 
w«th the miners. I never beard any- 
thing as to DeConrsey being quarrel- 
ue. To the time of the shooting 
he was considered a quiet and peace- 
able man. I don.t know that Miner 
was a quarrelsome man. 1 think that 
when under the influence of liquor 
Miner was a quarrelsome man." This 
ast answer was only obtained after 
the attorneys bad again fought over 
the question of whether the testimo- 
ny could be admitted as dealing with 
reputation. 


A recess was ordered at this time 


and DeCoursey spent the time talking 
with his wife and one of their Cones- 
ville friends. 


Mr. Cave was on tbe stand when 
ourt reconvened. 
The judge sus- 
tained the objection on the ground 
that it called for a matter of fact. 
"From your 
knowledge of John 


Miner what is your opinion as to 
whether he was when under the In- 
fluence of liquor a quarrelsom and vio- 
ent man?" asked Attorney Pomerene. 
Ptoaecutor Wheeler objected, and an 


exception was noted. What the de- 
fense expected to prove was made par 
o* the record. 


'•Was Miner a quarrelsome man 
when under the influence of liquor? 
asked Mr. Pomerene, 


"I would consider him a little quar 
reisome," replied the witness, and the 
desired testimony bad been given. 


On cross examination Cave said he 
never heard of DeCoursey being quar 
reisome. "1 never knew DeCoursey 
to be in a figbu" 


'•You never beard of anybody talk 
in general of Miner's general repu 
tation''" asked the prosecutor. 


The defense objected on the grounc 
that it was not an intelligent ques 
tion and it was sustained. 


-'1 have beard persons talk of Min- 
er's reputation," Cave said in answer 
to another of the prosecutor's ques 
tions. An exception was taken. He 
wae then allowed to ito. 


Perry Wolfe said: "I am a butcher 
ind carpenter and I saw Miner and 
DeCoursey in my shop that evening. 
They bought meat. Miner bought 
H.10 cents worlb. I didn't see them 
drink anyhthng but I thought they 
were both pretty well corked up. They 
seemed friendly." 


Maro Pickerel) said be had known 
OeCoursey for a year and knew Miner. 
tie saw them in Wolfe's meat market 
tbe evening In question when he had 
sold DeCoursey beef. '-Miner and De- 
Coursey were under the influence of 
iquor. They had a. few words but 
when they left they were friendly and 
went together." 


In cross examination he sairir'They 
quarreled a little while in tbe shop 
and they were not so drunk but that 
they could attend to their 
busi- 
ness. 


Lewis H. Reed, of West Lafayette, 
said: "I am a blacksmith working at 
Willow Brook. I have known Will- 
iam DeCoursey for 20 -years. I knew 
Miner. I saw them the day of tbe 
shooting in Widow Biggs' field. They 
were going toward the mine, about 
half a mile from where the shooting 
occurred. They were intoxicated but 
seemed to be friendly. I would say 
DeCoursey was a peaceful, quiet citi- 
zen. I have beard a little said about 
Miner being quarrelsome-" 
Prosecutor Wheeler's cross examina- 
tion was to bring out that the witness 
lived too far from the Hollow to know 
much about tbe reputation of De- 
Coursey and Miner. 
F- M. Barnes, the Coal port coal op- 
erator, was the next witness. "I have 
been in the coal business 24 years. I 
know De Coursey and have known 
him 24 years, but he was in my em- 
ploy only about part of tbe first 15 
years I was in the business." 
Captain James wanted Mr. Barnes 
to say what he knew of De Coursey's 
character. Mr. Barnes said he could 
only speak up to the time De Cour- 
sey left his employ eight or nine years 
ago. 
The 
prosecutor 
objected 
on the grounds that this time was so 
remote that the man's character 
might have changed. Judge Eason al- 
lowed Mr. Barnes to answer. 
;I would 
consider his character 
good. He was an orderly, quiet citi- 
zen. The only means I have of know- 
ing his character after he left my em- 
ploy is hearsay," said Mr. Barnes. 
I have heard bis character talked 


of during the last eight years,':he said 
on cross examination. 
S. F. Dawson, former county treas- 
urer, said he had known DeCoursey 
about 30 years. '-I havn't known 
DeCoursey much during the last nine 
years, and have only seen him once in 
that time. I haven't beard him spok- 
en of in any way." 


Moses Lillibridge: "I live in Co- 
shocton, and lived five years in Cones- 
ville. I hare known DeCoursey 25 
years. I have associated with him a 
?reat deal in the last four or five years. 
He was all right. I never knew of 
him having any trouble. 
I knew 


Miner when I saw him, and have been 
in his company." 


MONDAY AFTERNOON. 


The Defense Coitiaoes to Bnaf in its Wit- 


nesses. 


It was hot in the courtroom this af- 
ternoon when the principal parties in 
tbe trial took their places and the 
case was resumed. 
Mr. Barnes was recalled by Prosecu- 
tor Wheeler. "DeCoursey's reputa- 
tion is not as good now as it was 
eight years ago," he said. Mr.Pomer- 
ene asked what be meant and Mr. 
Barnes 
said DeCoursey was more 
quarrelsome. 
''Before he left my 
place he bad domestic trouble." 
"John Miner was not a violent 
man," said John McDonald, the next 
witness. 
I have heard he would 
threaten to use a knife. I am un- 
able to say whether I heard it at dif- 
ferent times 
more than 
once or 
twice. 
The old battle between Prosecutor 


Wheeler and Mr. Pomerene was here 
revived, and the latter said be had 
authority for his position. 
Judge 
Eason asked that it be given. It was 
and he sustained tbe objection. 
"DeCoursey isnota fussy man,"'said 
Mart Roberts, who is employed at the 
Davis mine, "He is inclined to be when 
intoxicated. I have heard that Miner 
was inclined to be violent and quar- 
relsome when under tbe influence of 
liquor." 
"You were not very "friendly with 
Miner?" came from the prosecutor. 
"I was as friendly with him as with 
any man." 
"Did yon ever hear of DeConrsey 


being in trouble?"

Doctor Probst, secretary of the 
state board of health, visited Avon 
dale Sunday morning and said that 
smallpox was prevalent in tbe village. 
He ordered a strict Quarantine and 
directed that a meeting of the town- 
ship trustees be held at once. 


Many Cosbocton people will re-mem- 
ber the controversy regarding small- 
pox in Avondale "last winter when 
Doctor Moninger of the state board of 
health and Doctor Marshall and Doc- 
tor McClain diagnosed the sickness of 
Doctor Kitzmiller as smallpox while 
other physicians styled it chickenpox. 
Since that time Doctor Probst has 
been kept in close touch with such de- 
velopments as have appeared. The in- 
fection was traced from Cleveland to 
,he Styres family who were attended 
by Doctor iKitzmiller before his ill- 
ness. A young man named Thomas 
went from the same family to the 
house of Charles Johnson nearMobawk 
and five members became ill. A child 
died, and the disease was then believ- 
ed to be smallpox. Knowing there 
were active cases in Avondale Doctor 
Probst came to Coshocton Saturday 
night and drove to Avondale early 
Sunday 
morning. He found that 
Postmaster Alonzo Soodles wassuffer- 
ing from smallpox, and said there 
were other cases. He. of coarse, saw 
Dr. Kitzmiller and pointed out the 
scars on bis face as marks of small DOX. 
He also saw Charles Smaltz, the clerk, 
and gave instructions regarding the 
future actions of the officials. 
He ordered that a meeting of tbe 
township trustees be called at once 
and a strict quarantine be placed on 
those who are sick with smallpo> 
now and that they be treated as 
smallpox patients. He directed that 
every house in the village and town 
ship in which there is now smallpcx 
be placarded not with a card labeled. 
"Contagious Disease," but with one 
bearing the word. "Smallpox." and in 
every way prevent the spread of the 
epidemiq. He also ordered that he 
be kept informed from day to day as 
to the developments. If his instruc 
tions were not followed he said be 
would quarantine the the town allow- 
ing no mail or passenger trains to 
Stop there and the township would be 
compelled to bear the expense of 5=i pa- 
trol of deputies sent from Columbus. 
Doctor Probst returned to Coshocton 
and went to Columbus at noon. 
The trustees of White Eyes town- 
ship are Solomon Deeds. D. Keesey 
and 
Foster Stringfelluw. 
Charles 
Saialtz is clerk and Doctor Kitz- 
miiler health officer. 
They held a 


meeting this morning and decided to 
follow Doctor Probsts instructions to 
the letter. Every precaution will be 
taken to prevent the disease from 
spreading. 
Doctor Kitsmiller told 


THE AGE by telephone this morning 
that they bad one case of smallpox. 
Doctor Probst is quoted as saying 
there are a number in the village." 
Health Officer Foster, of this city, 
telephoned the following notice to 
Clerk Saialtz this morning: 
'To tbe clerk aad trustees nf White 
Eyes township: 
You are hereby notified that if by, 
or through neglect on you part.small- 
pox is introduced from White Eyes 
township into Coshocton. your town- 
ship will be held responsible for ail 
expenses incurred for the proper quar- 
antine, medical attendance, fo'id sup- 
ply, guards, nurses and for other ex- 
penses that are likely to accrue during 
quarantine of those sick from small- 
pox and of those exposed to the dis- 
ease. 
"J. E. FOSTER. 
Health Officer." 
Doctor Foster is taking precautions 


to prevent the disease from entering 
Gsboeton, and asks that physicians, 
heads of fa.«-ilifts and proprietors of 
boarding houses and hotels notiily him 
at once of any cases of chickenpox 
that may develop. 
There is no imminent dansrer of the 


disease entering Cosbocton. hut it is 
right tbatevery precaution be taken. 


The situation in Avondale is not 
regarded as dangerous, but in order 
that there be no excuse for the disease 
spreading a number of public irather- 
ings have been postponed until the 
quarantine has been lifted.

In his recent chat upon modem books 


Sir. Howells has voiced the sentiments 
of a great many literary and thinking 
people when he declares that the era of 
the half million copy novel is but a tran- 
sition one connecting a period when read- 
ing was done by the few with a future 
time when reading with discernment will 
be done by the many. The popular book, 
all thinking people realize, is not neces- 
sarily a good book, and the advertise- 
ment of the publisher that a novel has 
sold into the hundreds of thousands does 
not stamp it as one of literary merit. Yet 
the reign of the popular and ephemeral 
book does not mean a degeneration of 
literary taste- 


As ilr. Howells says, we most not 


think the lovers of a half million copy 
novel are recreant lovers of Hawthorne 
and George Eliot and Thomas Hardy. The 
most part of them never heard of those 
authors. 
We may liken our immeasur- 


able mental level to the wild, uncultivat- 
ed prairie country, which, when men be- 
gin to plant it with trees, they first plant 
with the coarse, rank cottonwood. 
After 


a generation or two of cottonwood they 
can grow oaks and elms and maples on 
the prairie, but not at first. Ton may be 
sure that the plains in which the literary 
cottonw<w»ds now flourish have never 
grown «>aks or elms or maples. 


Up to the time the readers of the recent 


successes began to read them they had 
read dime novels and story papers or 
they w«nt to the theaters. And this stage 
is therefor? a hopeful one. for these 
books reclaim from illiteracy a wide area 
of humanity nnd will convert them finally 
into field- -tf genuine literature. And so 
the popular novel, while it has its dan- 
gem: is. on the whole, a hopeful sign, and 
it gives fair promise for the future.— 
Town and Country.
